EURTHER RATIONALE EOR SPLIT. WE WILL BE PROVIDING YOU 
WITH OUR IDEAS ON MODALITIES EOR THIS AND WELCOME YOUR 
SUGGESTIONS. ENDEYI. PARTICULARLY NOW THAT EDUCATIONAL 
LINKS STUDY IS COMPLETE, WE BELIEVE THAT RE-NEWED EOCUS 
ON COOPERATION IN EDUCATION EIELD WOULD OEEER POSSIBILITIES 
TO MAKE A START WITH SOME OE THE RECOMMENDATIONS CON- 
TAINED IN THAT STUDY. IT COULD, ALSO, PROVIDE A MEANS TO 
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INVOLVE THE IRANIAN ACADEMIC ESTABLISHMENT DIRECTLY, AS 
OPPOSED TO ITS MINISTERIAL REPRESENTATIVES, IN THE CO- 
OPERATIVE EEEORT. EDUCATION COMMITTEE COULD, MOREOVER, 

AS PRESENTLY CONSTITUTED S, T, AND E COMMITTEE APPARENTLY 
CANNOT, INVESTIGATE AREA OE COOPERATION IN PRIMARY AND 
SECONDARY EDUCATION, IE THIS TOPIC IS OP ANY INTEREST TO 
THE IRANIANS. INCLUDING CULTURAL WITH EDUCATION MATTERS 
WOULD SEEM TO OEEER A WAY TO MAKE THE JOINT EEEORT LESS 
ONE-SIDED. AT THE SAME TIME WE WOULD EXPECT THE COMMITTEE 
WOULD NOT BE BURDENED BY ASSUMING RESPONSIBILITY EOR A 
PURVIEW OP CULTURAL AEEAIRS, SINCE THESE SEEM TO BE CUR- 
RENTLY PROGRESSING WELL.

COMMITTEE TO APPROPRIATE LEVELS OP GOI AND REPORT REACTION. 

WE ASSUME THAT EDUCATION MATTERS COULD BE ADDRESSED WITHIN 
S, T, AND E COMMITTEE EOR AUGUST MEETING, IN ANY EVENT. 

IP GOI AGREES TO SPLIT COMMITTEE, COMMITTEE COULD RECOM- 
MEND THAT PROCEDURE AND COMMISSION COULD APPROVE SAME. 
MODALITIES OP CREATING NEW EDUCATION AND CULTURAL COMMITTEE 
COULD BE ADDRESSED ALTER THE AUGUST MEETING.
